Dejrthsj_  Of  the  87  deaths  among  Scalby  residents,  59  occurred  in 
persons  over  the^  age  of  70,  of  whom  21  had  passed  their  eightieth  birthdays. 
Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Vascular  system  (42)  and  Cancer  (18)  were  the 
most  commonly  reported  causes  of  death.  Of  the  notifiable  diseases, 
Tuberculosis  caused  2  deaths  and  Pneumonia  2.  No  death  was 

associated  with  child-birth.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


More  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified  in  1952,  than  in  1951. 
Again  Measles  was  the  most  frequently  reported  to  a  greater  extent  than  in 
the  previous  year.  No  case  of  Diphtheria,  the  Enteric  Group  of  Fevers  or 
Infantile  Paralysis  occurred  in  1952.

No  application  to  court  for  the  compulsory  removal  to  suitable  premises 
of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention  was  made  in  1952. 


I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  Horn,  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Surveyor,  for  the 
following  inf ormation: - 

Housing  28  houses  were  completed  on  the  Highfield  Estate  by  the  Council 

during  1952.  8  houses  were  also  completed  under  Private  Licence 


Water  Supply  Borehole  water  continued  to  be  highly  satisfactory  after  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination,  -and  the  supply  remains  adequate.  Regular 
samples  of  water  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratories 
for  the  purposes  of  Bacteriological  Examination  which,  without 
exception,  proved  equivalent  to  Ministry  of  Health  Classification 
1  and  Highly  Satisfactory.

An  Iron  removal  plant  was  installed  at  the  3calby  Nabs  Pumphouse  by 
The  Permutit  -Co.  Ltd. ,  and  came  into  operation  during  June.  Since 
the  plant  became  operative,  the  filtered  water  was  examined  daily 
for  Iron  removal  and  p»  H.  stability. 
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Food  Hygiene  Regular  inspections  of  all  food  premises  within  the  District  were 
carried  out,  and  various  improvements  effected. 


Camping  Sites 

There  are  two  camping  sites  within  the  Urban  District 

1)  Pickerings  Farm,  Station  Road,  Licensed  to 
accommodate  10  Caravans. 

2)  Wrea  Head.  Licensed  for  temporary  use  of  land  for 
summer  months  as  a  tented  camp  under  the  auspices  of 
the  North  Riding  Education  Committee, 


Regular  inspections  took  place  at  both  camps  which  continue  to  be 
satisfactory. 


Sanitary  Conditions. 

This  portion  of  the  report  was  prepared  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 
Refuse  Collection 

Household  refuse  collection  was  maintained  during  the  year  at 
weekly  intervals,  apart  frcm  the  outlying  properties  which  were 
collected  at  least  once  a  month.

43  Nuisances  were  investigated  during  the  year  and  all  abated 
satisfactorily. 

Rodent  Control. 

A  vigorous  campaign  was  again  carried  out  within  the  Urban  area 
under  'Rodent  Destruction'  resulting  in  an  estimated  kill  of  491 
rats  and  actual  bodies  recovered  146.  Methods  of  Rodent 
Destruction  suggested  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries 
vere  used  exclusively  vi>ith  satisfactory  results.
